COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS

To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately, 
in the County of Franklin: 


GREETINGS: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhab- 
itants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, 
on Monday, the fifteenth day of February next at 11:30 
in the forenoon, then and there to act on the following 
articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose by official ballot all neces- 
sary town officers for the ensuing year: Moderator, 
Treasurer, Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, 
one Assessor for three years, one School Committee for 
three years, one Regional School Committee for one year 
(to fill vacancy), two Library Trustees for three years, 
one Cemetery Commissioner for three years, Auditor, 
Tree Warden, Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith, and 
two Constables. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise and appropriate such sums 
of money as may be deemed necessary to defray the ex- 
penses of the town for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1960, and to 
issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, 
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and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a 
period of less than one year, in accordance with Chapter 
44, section 17, General Laws. 


ARTICLE 4. To see in the Town will vote that the 
Selectmen be authorized to prosecute and defend all suits 
that may be brought in behalf of, or against, the town, 
and employ counsel for same. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what the Town will do with 
the money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Cemetery Commissioners be authorized to act as Sextons 
their compensation for cemetery work and opening graves 
to be fixed by a vote of the town. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to fix the 
salaries and compensation of all elective officers of the 
town as provided by Chapter 41, section 108, General 
Laws: Selectmen, Assessors, Moderator, Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Auditor, Collector of Taxes, Elector under the 
Will of Oliver Smith, Constables, Tree Warden and 
School Committee. | 


| ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 

propriate the sum of $3000 for the maintenance of high- 
ways under the provisions of Chapter 81, sections 26-29, 
General Laws, and amendments thereto. 


ARTICLE 9. Tosee if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1500 for the maintenance of high- 
ways under the provisions of Chapter 90, General Laws, 
said money to be used in conjunction with State or Coun- 
ty funds, or both. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate, or transfer from available funds, a sum 
of money for Chapter 90 Construction, said money to be 
used in conjunction ‘with State or County funds, or both.

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Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


As required by the statutes of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, we present herewith our report on the 
activities of the year 1959: 


The problems of highway work under Chapter 81 
are getting more complex each year. While labor and 
materials are constantly increasing in cost, State parti- 
cipation in maintenance has remained unchanged for 
many years, and although $14,000 may seem like a lot of 
money, it does not go far in keeping 40 miles of roads 
in good condition. 


We have attempted to use a portion of this fund 
each year for permanent work, and in 1959 put in a new 
drainage system on Swamp Road hill, where a bad con- 
dition has existed for many years. This has improved the 
situation to a point where a new surface can be installed 
in 1960, if our funds will allow. Such work, however, re- 
duces drastically the money needed for general maint- 
enance. Most of our roads are too narrow for present- 
day traffic and are constantly being further narrowed by 
breaking-up of edges by passing vehicles. We hope the 
legislature will recognize the need of more state money 
for maintenance work in small towns. 


In connection with Route 91 construction, we are do- 
ing all we can to protect our town against road damage 
by heavy trucking, and by drainage problems, but as this 
is a Federal-sponsored project, our protests have little 
weight. We have had good cooperation from the resident 
engineer and contractors, however. 


We feel a good job has been done on River Road 
under Chapter 90 this year, with our own crew doing 
the work, rather than under a contract job job as in 1958. 
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A longer stretch was put in, with less money available 
and more drainage required. 


Work on our new highway garage is proceeding 
satisfactorily, and .we feel sure we will be able to oc- 
cupy it by the time we are forced to move out of the old 
building. We were fortunate in obtaining an excellent 
site with plenty of room for future construction if desir- 
ed. Appreciation is due the building committee who work- 
ed so well with the selectmen. 


Due to a ruling by the Massachusetts Division of Ac- 
counts (State Auditors) we can no longer charge town 
trucks and other equipment against appropriations not 
participated in by the State. This means that Winter 
Roads, Bridges and Culverts, etc., will not contribute 
towards our Road Machinery Fund. 


Much as it is needed, we are not requesting any new 
equipment for 1960. The tractor-loader is definitely in 
need of replacement, but we feel that with some repairs 
it can be made to do for another year. The Marmon-Her- 
rington trucks have both had major repairs in 1959 and 
should carry on for the present. 


Future completion of Route 91 is likely to bring new 
problems of increased population and building in all 
towns along its route, due to improved and speedy ear and 
truck transportation from urban centers. We feel that 
some plan should be started to handle this influx-in an 
orderly manner, and have placed an article in the warrant 
asking that a Planning Board be set up to go into this 
matter thoroughly. Other towns in the vicinity are al- 
ready looking into this and we should act soon to avoid 
unsatisfactory conditions in the future. 3 


General Relief cases have been almost non-existent 
for the first time in many years. Only one case has been 
aid locally, and that was reimbursed by another town. 
We also paid a small bill for aid rendered by another 
town to a Whately-settled case. The total of $65.00 we 
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believe to set a new record for low costs in this category. 
Disability Assistance and Aid to Dependent Children have 
not had any cases, but we do have an A. D. C. case coming 
up early in 1960, which we hope will be only temporary. 
Old Age Assistance has continued at about the average 
rate. 


Some questions have been raised regarding the possi- 
bility of the City of Northampton increasing their water 
storage in West Whately. This we have little conrol over 
as the legislative act of 1901 gives them absolute rights 
over the entire watershed of West Brook. However, re- 
location of roads comes under the jurisdiction of the 
Franklin County Commissioners, and all changes will 
have to go through their normal procedures. The Water 
Board has assured us that no immediate work is con- 
templated, and also that no buildings will be taken or 
affected by any action they may take, and any land dam- 
age will be adequately recompensed. 


In order to meet the town meeting vote appropriating 
$3000 of Post-War Rehabilitation Fund to meet capital 
expenditures, it became necessary to sell the $5000 U. S. 
Treasury Bond held in this fund. Due to the low interest 
rate paid on this bond (214%), the market is very low, 
and only $4,052.75 was, realized from the sale. After de- 
ducting the $3000 appropriated, the Post-War Rehabil- 
itation Fund now totals $1974.71, including accrued inter- 
est, which is all that is available to reduce current cap- 
ital costs. 


The reports of the various departments printed in 


this report speak for themselves, and should require no 
comment from us.

The Committee has gone quite thoroughly into the 
items listed, and believes they have done all that is prac- 
ticable to hold them down. As has been well advertised, 
school teachers salaries must conform to a $4000 min- 
imum from Sept. 1st, and increases for all teachers are 
necessary to conform to this figure. The Regional School 
budget was fully discussed at the hearing in November, 
which unfortunately was poorly attended. 


We have now used all the highway funds available 
from the 1956 Chapter 718 grant, as well as the total 
amount of the Post-War Rehabilitation Fund, so no fur- 
ther help will be had from these sources. 


There is no change in the following schedule of re- 
commended officers salaries, except that the salary of 
the assessor’s clerk has been added to the officers list, 
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instead of being taken from their expense account. The 
State and Federal elections coming in 1960 cause a $100 
increase in Election officers costs:

Mrs. Jacqueline Horton of Shelburne Falls who was 
appointed in March of 1958 resigned effective July 7. 
Mrs. Joan Dickinson of North Hatfield was selected from 
a field of seven applicants and assumed her duties July 
10. Mrs. Dickinson serves as school nurse in Conway in 
addition to her home and school duties in our area. It 
is noted there are nearly 800 children in the schools to 
be served. 


Three new members were appointed to the commit- 
tee: Mrs. Edward Tozloski and Mrs. Guilford Montague 
of Sunderland and Mrs. Merrill Field of Ashfield. 


A special tribute to Mrs. Raymond Anderson of Ash- 
field who has so faithfully arranged the well-child clinics 
in that town for several years .

Your Trustees have held regular meetings during the 
year and believe they have met all problems in a satisfac- 
tory manner. The resignation of Miss Adelia Allis has 
left us with Mrs. Cane as our only experienced librarian, 
but we believe she will be able to handle the work nicely 
with the assistance of part-time young people.

S. WHITE DICKINSON MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
ANNUAL REPORT 
1959 


In 1959 the Library topped all its previous CIRCU- 
LATION RECORDS with a total of 21,024. This was 
4,608 above 1958 figures making Whately one of the 
few towns in New England with a per capita circulation 
of 21 books per person. Young people borrowed 7458, 
3040 periodicals were circulated, while non-fiction bor- 
rowed reached an all time high for children and adults 
with a total of 3336. 


97 fewer QUESTIONS were asked in 1959 than in 
1958 with a total of 1778 reflecting the increased skill 
of students in using Library reference tools. 


Books WEEDED from the shelves to make room for 
newer ones totaled 85 adult and 60 juvenile. 


The Library added 312 adult and 194 juvenile books 
to the shelves making a total of 8506 books in its collec- 
tion. 


WHATELY’S OWN BOOKMOBILE patrons had 
dwindled to two by September when Associate Librarian 
Adelia A. Allis resigned to become a teacher. The service 
was suspended lacking bookmobile librarian, Miss Allis, 
having made 14 trips, driven 67 miles and given out 378 
books in 1959. 


The Library received 116 books as GIFTS. 


In 1959 the Library added 53 adults and 25 juvenile 
borrowers to its’ rolls making a total of 636 Library users. 


6 STORY HOURS were attended by 275 younger 
citizens with 100 attending the CHRISTMAS STORY 
HOUR. 
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9 FILM SHOWINGS were seen by 300 persons. 
Fines on overdue books amounted to $73.40. 


In 1959 with help from the committees in every 
part of town, the Library had an outstanding year. 


A start was made towards bringing WHATELY’S 
HISTORY up to date by means of tape recorded inter- 
views with many of Whately’s older residents. It i s hoped 
that the geneologies may be brought up to date with the 
help of a committee representing each small section of 
the town, so that by Spring, 1960, there may be sufficient 
information and historical data on hand to catch up on 
the sixty years that have passed since James M. Crafts 
finished his history in 1899. 


NATIONAL LIBRARY WEEK in April under the 
Chairmanship of Constance Rodriguez had a wide success. 
The scene from Frontier Regional High School’s prize 
winning drama, ANASTASIA, slides and a talk about 
CUBA AFTER CASTRO, a film and talk on CLARK 
SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF as well as displays of early 
Whately photographs and historical items were seen and 
enjoyed by more than 200 visitors. 


The MUSEUM ROOM with its new coat of paint, 
double cabinet and corner cabinet made by Fred A. Adams 
is progressing notably. 

A new light installed over the REFERENCE 
TABLE in the Main Room has eased eyestrain of Wha- 
tely’s students seking information requiring reference 
tools. 


VANDALS broke into the Library in March, looted 
the petty cash and caused some damage to one window 
and the door of the furnace room. 


Ethel Smith of Northampton and Anna Scannell of 
Amherst made a taped interview of their recollections of 
S. WHITE DICKINSON and ‘his daughter, ANNA DIC- 
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KINSON who made the library possible. Miss Smith gave 
the library a daguerreotype of Anna’s Mother and a silver 
spoon with her name engraved on it.

Books and games and hand carved 
ornaments from Bavaria along with Advent and Hum- 
mel calendars imported from Germany were on sale. A 
contest was held for the first six grades and four of the 
winners appeared with Mrs. Cane on the Tom Colton, 
Western Mass. Electric TV show, Mrs. Cane had two in- 
terviews over WHAI and there were newspapers ac- 
counts and pictures of the event. Approximately 700 peo- 
ple visited the Fair, some from as far away as Connecti- 
cut, Longmeadow, Ludlow and Palmer. 


The Library extends its gratitude to the many com- 
mittees from all parts of town who helped make events 
successful as well as to the many Mothers who baked 
cookies for the Story hours during the summer. 


The Library thanks the following: Paul Field for 
his gifts of HOLIDAY, CONSUMERS UNION, CHANG- 
ING TIMES, and HORIZON.

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Frontier Regional School 
Superintendent-Principal’s Report 


To the Members of the Frontier Regional School Committee: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my second yearly report as 
Superintendent-Principal of Frontier Regional School. 


The year 1959 brought many changes and additions to Fron- 
tier Regional School. Perhaps the outstanding contribution was the 
visit of twenty-two educators who comprised the Evaluation Com- 
mittee for the New England Association of Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools, the regional accrediting agency. Every phase and facet 
at Frontier Regional School was thoroughly inspected and evaluat- 
ed. Preparation for this event was started in the Fall of 1958, with 
a self-evaluation plan by members of our own faculty. Our work 
resulted in many changes that affected the curriculum and organ- 
ization of the school. Several new learning opportunities were 
brought about. Advanced courses in Mechanical Drawing and Earth 
Science were added to the curriculum. A General Music course, ad- 
ditional time for Art and General Shop for boys were made avail- 
able for students in grades seven and eight. French I, which was 
formerly offered only in the Sophomore year, was made available 
to Freshmen, thus making it possible for students to complete four 
years of a modern language. Another outcome of the Evaluation, 
was the preparation of extensive syllabi. Teachers were grouped 
into departmental organizations and held regular meetings under 
an appointed department head. Faculty members had the oppor- 
tunity to evaluate their own contributions and experienced the 
pleasure that comes from working towards the betterment of the 
educational program of the entire school. The final report on the 
findings of the Visiting Committee was favorable and most gra- 
tifying. Frontier Regional School was approved for continued mem- 
bership in the New England Association of Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools on December 8, 1959, at the annual meeting held in 
Boston. 


The identification of aptitudes and abilities was the purpose 
of the complete testing program that was instituted during the 
year. The program uses the Iowa Tests of Educational Development 
as a basis. Results of these tests were made available to parents, 
so that they may intelligently plan for the student’s future. Let- 
ters of encouragement have been sent to those students who defin- 
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iely indicated signs of ability for college success. A full-time guid- 
ance counselor is available to discuss student progress with parents. 


An outstanding event of the year was the presentation of the 
First Annual Science Fair at the school. Much organizational plan- 
ning and work went into this most successful venture. The entire 
floor of the Veterans’ Memorial Auditorium was taken up with 
exhibits of the many students who submitted projects. Projects 
were judged by an outside group engaged in scientific work. This 
undertaking was later attempted by several of the other area 
schools. 


Woodworking was the subject of a special exhibit, similar 
to that of the Science Fair. Exceptional projects were displayed 
in the regional fair, and Frontier Students won several commend- 
ations. 


The Department of Vocational Agriculture gained wide notice 
through the efforts of Roger Culver, a member of the senior class. 
Roger’s achievements were sufficient to have him selected as “Bay 
State Farmer’, an award granted to outstanding members of the 
Future Farmers of America in the Commonwealth. From the 
aforementioned group, the most outstanding young farmer is se- 
lected for the award of “Star Farmer.’ Roger was also selected 
for this honor, and represented the Commonwealth at the Eastern 
States Exposition. There, in competition with representatives from 
the North Atlantic States, he was judged “second” in the North 
Atlantic States. 


Physical Education was emphasized at an exhibition held 
in the early Spring. Both boys and birls amazed spectators with 
their gymnastic talents and precision exercises. We hope to dupli- 
cate this event, on a much larger scale, in the future. 


Student Government became very popular with the assistance 
of the Social Studies Department. Paul Legac represented Frontier 
Regional School as delegate to the Student Government Day in 
Boston. Paul Legac, Maveret McClellan, David Barker, Sandra 
Lipinski and Carol Melnik were elected to represent us at the Model 
Congress held at American International College. A delegation also 
attended the Model Congress held at Arms Academy. A new plan 
in secondary school elections was recognized in the local press, 
when members of the Senior Class, as part of their classroom 
work in Problems of Democracy, guided the election of Junior Class 
Officers. The election very closely resembled a typical election held 
in any town, and was complete with speeches and colorful cam- 


paigning. 
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The co-curricular activities gained wide support and popular- 
ity throughout the year. Clubs and organizations are available to 
students of all interests and talents. All students are urged to par- 
ticipate in some manner. 


The Dramatics Club, under the direction of Mr. Kenneth 
Walker, won a regional competition, and represented Frontier Re- 
gional School in the finals held at John Hancock Hall, Boston. 
This activity became so popular, that it was ecessary to divide the 
club into separate parts. 


Participation in inter-scholastic sports has been outstanding 
Both boys and girls of various abilities find opportunities to par- 
ticipate on the several organized teams. 


The year 1959 could very well be considered outstanding at 
Frontier Regional School. To quote from an editorial that appeared 
during the year in a local newspaper, ‘‘Frontier Regional School 
can feel proud of its young folks, who in sports, education and 
society have been setting standards far above those of previous 
generations.” 


On behalf of those who are profiting from the offerings of 
Frontier Regional School, I would like to thank those interested 
parents, teachers and friends who so strongly support our program.

Report of 
Superintendent of Schools 


Richard S. Hannum, Chairman 
Whately School Committee 


Dear Mr. Hannum: 


It is my privilege to submit to you and your Com- 
mittee my first annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. This report will be centered around the curricu- 
lum and related areas that play an important role in the 
education of boys and girls. 


READING 


The subject area of reading has given all of us in 
education much concern because of the publicity that has 
been focused upon the slow or remedial reader. It is very 
apparent that little, if any, major publicity has been giv- 
en to the large number of pupils who have become aver- 
age to excellent readers. 


Reading is basically a very important subject in the 
primary grades and receives a great amount of emphasis 
there. It is definitely a tool subject and helps one to un- 
lock a vast storehouse of information and knowledge 
necessary to live successfully in our technical society. 


Each year various aids appear that are useful in 
assisting classroom teachers to improve teaching in this 
field. In September, an S. R. A. Reading Laboratory Kit 
was purchased for use in the fifth and sixth grades. This 
is material that allows pupils to progress at their own 
rate of speed and is individualized in its make-up. It is 
useful to both the remedial reader on the one extreme 
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and the very fast reader on the other extreme, and is 
used as a supplemental aid to the regular reading pro- 
gram. It is another means of developing all of the read- 
ing skills, and as vocabulary, paragraph meaning, inform- 
ational reading, and the like, required of the good aver- 
age reader. Additional materials of this nature will be 
purchased as conditions warrant them. 


Teachers in all of the grades are encouraging read- 
ing for enrichment, especially so in the upper elemen- 
tary grades where many of the advanced readers are pur- 
suing this area with keen interest and enjoyment. 


There is a definite need in all of the grades for more 
supplementary reading material and it is recommended 
that classroom library areas be developed to augment 
the books that may be obtained from the public library. 
It is necessary in today’s world of complex living, of dif- 
fering philosophies of government, and increased scien- 
tific development and knowledge, that children develop 
a better understanding of the cultures of others and grow 
up to establish better human relations and peaceful liv- 
ing. With an enriched classroom library, pupils may be 
taught to collect, organize and evaluate information ob- 
tained from many different sources. This calls for a 
variety of reading materials, references, and training in 
independent study. 


ARITHMETIC AND SCIENCE 


During the past year a curriculum committee, organ-. 
ized on a union-wide basis, studied the area of arithmetic 
and recommended the adoption of a new textbook. The re- 
commendation was approved by the school committee and 
the text published by World Book Company was purchas- 
ed for all grades, one to six, and was put into use as of 
September. In order to make this program more effective 
it will be necessary to purchase many of the valuable 
teaching devices now available. Part of the cost of this 
material can be obtained through project applications 


85 


under Title III of the National Defense Education Act 
which I will explain in the next section of this report. 


The present nation-wide trend in education is focus- 
ing more and more attention on the teaching of mathema- 
tics and science. After meeting with representatives in 
the field of science from Frontier Regional High School 
and Greenfield High School, a Union Curriculum Com- 
mittee was appointed to study our present science pro- 
gram and to suggest necessary changes to up-date it. 
This committee consists of teachers from each of the 
elementary schools in the Union under the chairmanship 
of Mrs. Annabelle Hall of Whately. 


The National Defense Education Act of 1958, signed 
into Public Law 85-864 by President Eisenhower, became 
operationally effective during the past year. Title III of 
the Act gives financial assistance for strengthening sci- 
ence, mathematics and modern language instruction in 
both the elementary and secondary schools. The House 
and Senate Committees on Education heard numerous re- 
ports that placed these three subjects at the top of the 
“critical” list — “first, because persons competent in 
them are desperately needed in a world that is both con- 
tracting and expanding at the same time; second, because 
our schools have lagged in preparing persons for such a 
world. And when all has been said, evidence is overwhelm- 
ing to support the contention that the schools have lagged 
in at least three ways: — by neglect of science, mathema- 
tics, and foreign languages in the curriculum; by an in- 
ferior quality of instruction; and by an inadequate bud- 
get for such things as laboratory equipment and audio- 
visual materials.”’ (School Life, October-November 1958, 
e0)) 


A quotation given by Dr. Glenn O. Blough to the 
Senate Committee is also important here — ‘The proper, 
resourceful teaching of science is expensive, compared 
to other fields of education. But efforts to teach science 
without adequate laboratory and demonstration equip- 
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ment deprive students of experiences with the very 
heart and soul of the scientific endeavor. In other words, 
to teach science without the proper equipment is practic- 
ally useless.” 


This new form of Federal Aid or Assistance will 
benefit all of the pupils in the elementary school by mak- 
ing available to the teachers additional materials and 
devices for improving classroom instruction. First it will 
be necessary to explain the operation of the law on the 
local level. 


FINANCES: Federal funds granted to the Common- 
wealth as provided by the act are distributed to local 
towns and cities on the following basis: for 1959, 3.63% 
of Chapter 70 State Aid, and in 1960, the percentage dis- 
tribution is increased to 3.8%. The school budget must 
include an item for matching funds in order to have 
proposed projects approved by the Department of Educa- 
tion. 


PROJECTS: A definite plan must be outlined for 
the improvement of instruction in these specified areas. 
The materials and equipment recommended in the project 
must be of the nature that will directly assist the teach- 
er in teaching the subject more effectively. 


I am pleased to report at this time that Mr. Francis 
M. Lamoureaux, Supervisor, Department of Education, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, has met with all of the 
elementary teachers in the union schools and orientated 
them on the procedure to be followed in preparing proj- 
ects for approval. It has been recommended that projects 
should originate with the classroom teacher. 


It is expected that teachers will have several proj- 
ects ready to submit in application form shortly after the 
New Year. I hopefully expect to make a report of such 
projects at the conclusion of next year. 


All sixth grade pupils during the early fall had the 
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opportunity of observing a science assembly at the Re- 
gional High School. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


The Principals’ Advisory Council, organized early 
in the year, includes the principals of each elementary 
school in the Union. The purpose of the Council is to 
keep me informed of the problems and needs of each par- 
ticular school, to assist in the formulation of various 
policies concerning the general plan of elementary educa- 
tion within the Union, and to assist with public relations 
in the individual towns. 


A report card with a new look made its appearance 
in September. On these we have hopefully attempted to 
interpret to parents more effectively and accurately their 
child’s progress in school work. At the same time we have 
adopted a new office accumulative record folder for pu- 
pils. This will eventually be passed on to the Regional 
High School and should be of much assistance to the 
guidance department there. 


I wish to thank the school committee, school personel 
and citizens of the town for their cooperation and assist- 
ance in providing a better education o prepare girls and 
boys for effective citizenship and social life ina free 
society.

During the past year, we who have the guidance of 
the school children of Whately have noted their continued 
awareness of music in its many forms. 


Various tools to stimulate interest have been used, 
tools such as bells, reference books on music, classroom 
books, pianos, record players and records, films and 
rhythm instruments. 


We have had the interest of parents, teachers and 
P.T.A. making possible what may be the highlight of the 
school year, a trip for the sixth grade to a Springfield 
Symphony Concert in the Municipal Auditorium in that 
city, a concert presented especially for school children 
with preliminary preparation being given in the school- 
room, This seems a very broadening and worthwhile ex- 
perience, the young people themselves voting it an import- 
ant part of their school curriculum. 


It has been my pleasure to cooperate in the fine 
school assemblies presented by the East Whately School. 
During the Halloween season, the fifth grade presented 
an original play using classroom songs for a part of the 
presentation. 


The program of study followed is much the same 
as in previous years, graded for each age level. Recently, 
sections of the Diagnostic Tests of Achievement in Music

were given informally to the sixth grade with interesting 
results. 


From the opening of school in September, I have 
visited each room four times a month, once a week, 
rather than twice a month as was done previously. This, 
the teachers and I believe, is of decided benefit. 


The overall music program with its various phases of 
doing, of listening, of study and of theory, is making 
music a meaningful experience for the school children 
of Whately. 


Nothing gives me more pleasure than to have visitors 
in the music classes.

I herewith submit my report as School Nurse for 
the towns of Conway, Sunderland and Whately. 


Four hundred and thirty-six school visits and forty- 
two visits to the homes of sick children were made. 


Communicable disease were kept to a minimum until 
recently when epidemics of measles and German measles 
have been reported. 


The physical examinations were carried out in Con- 
way by Dr. Louis Boeh and in Sunderland and Whately 
by Dr. Kenneth Rice. Any defects noted were referred 
to the parents for further care. The yearly weighing and 
measuring as well as the annual vision and audiometer 
tests are being completed. 


Dr. Richard A. Mahoney conducted a dental survey 
in each school during the spring. 


Six children spent three weeks at the Greenfield 
Health Camp during the summer and seemed to benefit 
greatly. 

I wish to thank Mr. Bennett, Mrs. Grybko, the School 
Physicians and the teachers and parents, who, with their 
cooperation, have made it so pleasant for me in this, my 
beginning year of service.

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REPORT OF ART SUPERVISOR

Dear Mr. Bennett: 


The art program in the elementary schools is based 
on the conviction that all children have creative ability. 
Everyone can develop their aptitude in art and they are 
encouraged to do so in any medium available. Lessons are 
simple and clear. Activities include: crayon work, sketch- 
ing, painting, clay work, paper magics and space designs. 
While the lessons are informal, they are based on the 
fundamentals of art and creative teaching. 


In grades I, II, III, the children developed a feeling 
for rhythmic arrangement (in repeating single forms in- 
definitely, as in borders and surface patterns) and show- 
ed considerable ingenuity in making new combinations of 
given examples. In grades IV, V, VI, some appreciation 
of more complicated relations of space was evident, for 
example, the pleasing arrangement of elements within a 
good poster or book cover design. 


Most of our lessons were based on factors which 
have a close permanent relationship to the life and work 
of people around us. School activities continually called 
for simultaneous work along with our art lessons. The 
children took great pride in preparing decorations and 
posters for school functions such as a Book Fair. Many 
enjoyed the competition of entering their posters in the 
annual animal poster contest. Others have added color 
and cheerfulness to their school by planning bulletin dis- 
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plays either in their own rooms or in the hallways. When- 
even possible, the art work of individuals as well as 
groups is displayed for the benefit of all. The children 
look forward to comparing art work. I have found them 
to be very understanding of the work of others and this 
is one good sign of growth in art. 


Once again I would like to record my thanks to Mr. 
Bennett and the principals and teachers for their help 
in connection with my art program.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Whately for the period from 
August 4, 1957 to July 31, 1959, made in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the 
form of a report to me by Mr. William Schwartz, Assist- 
ant Director of Accounts.

Sire 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Whately for the period from 


August 4, 1957, the date of the previous examination, to 
July 31, 1959, and submit the following report thereon: 
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The financial transactions, as recorded on the books 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing town 
funds or sending out bills for collection, were examined 
and checked with the books of the town treasurer and 
town bookkeeper. 


The surety bonds of the treasurer, town clerk, tax 
collector and deputy collector for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 


The general and appropriation ledger accounts, as 
kept by the town bookkeeper, were examined and checked 
in detail. The recorded receipts were compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book, while the recorded payments were 
checked with the treasury warrants authorizing the dis- 
bursement of town funds and with the treasurer’s re- 
cords. The appropriation accounts, as recorded on the 
ledgers, were checked with the town meeting records of 
the town clerk, and all other accounts were checked with 
information in the departments in which the transactions 
originated. 


The ledgers were analyzed, a trial balance was taken 
off, and a balance sheet, showing the financial condition 
of the town as of July 31, 1959, was prepared and is ap- 
pended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were analyzed and compared with the records of the de- 
partments collecting money for the town and with other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treas- 
ury, while the payments were checked with the select- 
men’s warrants authorizing the disbursement of town 
funds and with the bookkeeper’s records. 


The cash book footings were verified, and the cash 
balance on July 31, 1959 was proved by actual count of 
the cash on hand and by reconciliation of the bank bal- 
ance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 
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The records of payroll deductions on account of Fed- 
eral and State taxes, county and teachers’ retirement sys- 
tems, and Blue Cross and Blue Shield were examined and 
checked, the payments to the proper agencies being veri- 
fied. 


The tax title records in the custody of the treasurer 
were examined. The amounts received on account of re- 
demptions were checked, and the taxes transferred to tax 
titles were compared with the records of the tax collec- 
tor. 


The securities and savings bank books representing 
the investments of the trust and investment funds in the 
custody of the town treasurer were examined and listed. 
The income was proved and all transactions and balances 
were verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The accounts outstanding 
at the time of the previous examination, as well as all 
subsequent lists of taxes and excise, were audited and 
proved with the assessors’ warrants committing them for 
collection. The recorded collections were compared with 
the payments to the town treasurer, the abatements were 
checked with the assessors’ records of abatements granted 
the transfers to tax titles were checked, and the outstand- 
ing accounts were listed and proved with the town book- 
keepr’s ledger accounts. The cash balance on July 31, 
1959 was proved by actual count of the cash on hand. 


Further verification of the outstanding accounts was 
made by sending notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts 
as listed, are correct. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were ex- 
amined and checked. The receipts on account of dog and 
sporting licenses, as well as for gasoline registrations, 
were checked with the duplicates and stubs on file. The 
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payments to the State and to the town treasurer were 
verified and the cash on hand on July 31, 1959, was prov- 
ed by actual count. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s 
record of town meetings, and the amounts voted were 
compared with the aggregate appropriations raised by 
the assessors in the computations of the tax rates for 
1958 and 1959. 


The records of receipts of the board of selectmen 
and the sealer of weights and measures, as well as of the 
health, highway, welfare, school, library and cemetery 
departments, and of all other departments collecting 
money for the town or committing bills for collection, 
were examined and checked. The payments to the town 
treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand in the sev- 
eral departments was proved by actual count. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the 
balance sheet, tables showing reconciliations of the treas- 
urer’s and tax collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, ex- 
cise, and departmental accounts, together with schedules 
showing the transactions and condition of the several 
trust and investment funds. 


For the cooperation received from all the town of- 
ficials while engaged in making the audit, I wish, on be- 
half of my assistants and for myself, to express appre- 
ciation.
